with Bolivia's area today, wauas under
the jurisdiction of the central Spanish
authority that existed at Charcas, the
latter now forming the present city
of Sucre. Peru’s territory was admin-
istered by Spanish authority from
Lima, Argentina’s area from Buenos
Aires, Chile by the ecaptain general
then established at Santingo, and so
on. So when argument was required
to meet the Peruvian contention of
priority of rights Bolivin advanced
the claim that the territory in ques-
tion always had been part of its area
even during the period of rule under
the Spanish kings.

The dispute over this claim was re-
ferred for arbitration to President Al-
corta of the Argentine Republic, and
it was when it became known that bis
decision was against some of the coun-
tentions of the Bolivians that feeling
among the latter ran high, not onlr
against Peru and the Pernvians, buu
against Argentina, its president and
its minister in residence at La Paz,
Senor Fonseca.

Visitors to Peru and Bolivia.are apt
to be much Interested in the curious
relics of a eivilization dating far back
into the past. even antedating the days
of the Incas. The burial places of
some of these people may still be seen,
with their strange, ovenlike openings
elways facing the east.

One of the most picturesque of the
cities and towns of Bolivia is Tia-
suanuco, one of whose gates is shown
in the accompanying picture. It is not
a very populous place at present, but
is remarkable for its ruins. Tiagua-
nuco is about forty miles from La Paz,
the Bolivian capital, and is on the
Titicnca river. La Paz is one of the
bhighest capital cities of the world, be-
ing 12,000 feet above sea level. Presi-
dent Augusta B. Leguia of Peru took
office last autumn. He was born in
1863. has hnd a wide experience in
public affgirs and thus far has given
his country 2 firm and wise adminis-

sighs, hems, haws and gurgles”—

SUN PRANKs.

bregularities For Which Science Can-
not Altogether Account,

The sun !s generally looked upon as
f model of soeculdarity which never
fails in its dury, but the ancient his-
torianps  mention =several Instances
when it failed to give forth its uzual
amount of heat and light for perinds
varying from three hours to several
months. Data on the subject baove
been complied by the St. Louix Repun
He.

According to Plutarch, the year 44
B. C. was one in which the sun wps
“weak and pale”™ for a period approxi-
miting eleven months.

The Portuguese historians record
several months of diminished suniizh
in the year 934 A. D. and. according
to Humboldt. thiz uncanny period end
ed with “strange and startling sky phe
nomena, such as loud atmospheric ex
plosions. rifts in the vaulted canopy
of blue above and in divers other rare
amnd nnaccountable freaks.”

In the year 1091, on Sept. 20 (see
Humboldt's* *Cosimos™, the sun turned
auddenly black and remaived fin
three hours and did not regaln its nor
mal econdition for several days.

According the noted Helmuth's
“Solar Energy.” the days of seeming
inactivity on the part of the sun (1he
days following the sudden‘blackeniuge
of the great orly were noted for 2
peculinr greenish tingze and are mark
ed in old Spanish. French and Italinn
records as “the days of the green sun -’

February. 1106 A, D, is noted in the
anmils of marvelous phenomena as o
month in whichh there were
days that “the sun appeared dead and
black, like n =reat eirenlar cinder fiont
ing in the sky."

“On the last day of February. 120467
savs an old Spanish writer on astrob
omy. astrolozy and kindred subjects
‘the sun appeared saddenly o go ot
causing a darkness over the counirs
for about six hours.™ In 1241 the En
ropean conntries experienced anothe
siege of supernatural! darkness. whiel
the superstitions writers of that tinne
attributed o God’s displeasure ovel
the resnit of the great battle of Licz
nitz.

Even today there are certain irreca
larities of the sun that science canpnt
altogether account for. These are the
so0 called sun spots—enormons dark
splotehes which appear from time 1t
time on the solar disk and which ar

v supposed to have great influence o
the atmospherie conditions of th
eiarth.  Secientists have long studied

these phenomena, bt neither their ex
tent nor periodicity has ever been de
termined.
